citizen of Dougherty, bas recently invented 
and patented a labor-saving machine which 
tises to work a revolution in one very im- 

tand laborious department of southern 

farm labor. It is an improved cotton-chopper, 
by which one hand and a mule can do in one 
day the work of ten ordinary farm hands. It 
has been tested and found to work most satis- 
factorily. It is run by wheels, like a plow, 
and the lateral action ef the chopper can be 
so adjusted as to leave any desired space along 
All who have seen it at work pro- 
nounce it one of the best and most practical 
labor-saving machines ever invented for the 
cotton planter. For the mode, which now 


almost universally obtains of planting the 
seed by the cotton drill or planter instead of 
by hand, its action is perfect. Such 
a machine as this of Mr. Cannon 
would beyond doubt have attracted 
as much attention at the cotton exposition as 
any other exhibited in the cotton depart- 


ment, 
THE WELCH AND BACON CASE. 

His honor Judge Simmons _ disposed 
on yesterday of all the cases of contested 
claims of the creditors of Welch & Bacon, sus- 
taining all of those designated in the deed of 
assignment as belonging to the third preferred 
class, to which exceptions had been filed. 
These were, however, but three or four in 
number, but involved a pretty large amount. 
A dividend of 20 per cent has been declared 
and paid by the receiver to the creditors of 
this class. Jt is thought that the remaining 
assets of the firm will about pay all these 
claims in full. Had the failure of Welch & 
Bacon not directly and personally affected 
one in a dozen of those it did atlect, still the 
veneral feeling of insecurity engendered by 
it, and consequent stringency and costiveness 
in money matters, would sutliciently ac- 
count for any falling offin the credit system 
about here, To the dire necessities of the 
situation merely, and not to any suddenly 
acquired habit of thrif and economy can be 
readily referred any phenomena of this sort 
occurring among our people of this section. 

A committee from the city council have 
recommended the erection of a fountain to 
be fed by the surplus artesian water at an es- 
timated cost of 3400. 

Judge Simmons is traveling through 
civil docket with a dispatch unknown  here- 
tcfore to the practitioners at our bar. The 
Hon. Samuel Hall, of Macon, and Major R.

The News and Adve.- 
tiser is very sensibly calling for a street 
sprinkler for this summer. This will prove 
far less expensive and infinitely more accept- 
able to mosteof our citiz ns than a fountain.

WHAT A BACHELOR EATS. 
From an Occasional Correspondent, 

Jerrerson, Jackson County, Ga., April 15. — 
Editors Censtitution: We have sown a greater 
areain small grain than last year and are 
planting more in corn and less cotton, and 
using more homemade fertilizers and less 
commercial, Our farmers—I mean the farin- 
ers of Jackson county-—-have been for some 
time impressed with a belief in diversitied ag- 
riculture. -I don’t think there is an all cor- 
ton man in the county. Most of us 
raise enough grain and meat to supply our 
families, and have only to purchase for ten- 
ants. Many of these make an abundance, 
and I know some freedmen who have bought 
little or no corn and bacon since the surren- 
der. We make cotton a surplus crop, and as 
a consequence our people are comparatively 
yrosperous, As an evidence of this I have 
eee told that there isa greater amount of 

money on deposit in the banks of Athens be- 
donging to the farmers of Jackson county than 
to the same class in any of the surrounding 
counties, 

Permit me to call attention toa short article

upon the subject, ‘‘Farmers’ Food,” in which 


fare in most of our Georgia homes. He would 
have us believe that our farmers live almost 


™S“exclusively upon hog meat, bread and coffee, 


and that there is no variation in the method 
of cooking, but that it is fry, fry, fry eternal- 
ly. Ifthe writer had called on your humble 
servant at any time since Jast fall he could 
have selected from the following list of edi- 
bles: Corn bread, biscuit,ham, (fried, boiled, 
broiled or boiled with turnip salad or nice, 
waite a * sausage, souse, kia, pecs, 
duck, chicken, eggs, Irish potatoes, yams, 
pumpkins, dried peaches, canned peaches, 
canned grapes, honey, pickles, preserves and 


gidellies oi different kinds, butter beans, peas, 
butter and milk and an appetizer in the way 


of a drink of good domestic grape wine. 
At present I would add to the list lettuce as- 
yaragus and onions; and later, green corn, 
eans, cucumbers, squashes, tomatoes, rad- 
ishes, peaches, apples, pears, plums, quinces, 
grapes, cherries, strawberries, blackberries, 
raspberries, currents and the different varie- 
ties of melons, and yetI haveto yield the 
yalm to my more fortunate neighbors whose 
tans 1. are regulated by the gentle min- 
istrations of woman, for I am only a bachelor. 
Almost all of these our Georgia farmers eat 
(not at once) or at least they do in my neigh- 
horhood, of old Jackson. 

If the Herald is correct as to the effect of 
his ‘‘farmers’ food’’ upon the morals of those 
who subsist upon it, then a different diet 
would produce a different result, and hence 
we find not asingle sot in my immediate 
vicinity, neither do our jadies scandalize 
their neighbors.

After the service 
the body was carried to the burial ground at 
Frederica. While at the burial ground, a 
huge oak tree was pointed out to us as the one 
under which Mr. Wesley preached. This 
monarch of the forest certainly bears the 
marks of great age. It evidently has with- 
stood the storms of many vears, but it is now 
fast going to decay.

Bale ofa Varied Collection of Old Furaitare at Auc- 
tion in Washington. 

Wasurncton, April 15.—Twenty-four wagon 
loads of old furniture and junk from the 
white house were sent on Tuesday to the ware- 
rooms of Duncanson Brothers to be sold, and 
were auctioneered yesterday. This was the 
first sale of executive mansion effects since 
President Buchanan's term, and the curi- 
osity of the citizens attending the sale 
Was in direct ratio to the conglomorated 
character of the goods and chattels thus 
exposed. As a rule the article was much 
worn, some altogether worthless save as 
souvenirs, others again of fair value. But 
the condition of the property was hardly re- 
sponsible for the immense crowds that at- 
tended the sale. Only curiosity and a de- 
Sire to ¢Xamine the house-keeping of presi- 
dents could have drawn to Ninth and D 
streets fully 5,000 people and caused a real- 
mation from the auction of such goods of 
nbout a6.9000, The bidding was very spir- 


ited, and the sale. lasted from Il a.m. to 3 
p-m., when the last article was ‘‘knocked 
down’ and the last bidder retired. 


These effects consisted of the entire furni- | 
ture of the east room, including chandeliers, 
carpets, iambrequins and lace curtains, chairs, 
sofas, ete. Much of this furniture was worn 
and moth eaten, as was also the green room 
furniture. A part only of the red parlor 
furnishings Was vended, and this was in better 
condition, The carpets from the private 
dining room and from the floor of the long 
corridor in front of the red room were alsu 
“knocked down.” These, with carpets from 
other portions of the building were of body 
Brussels, and Axminster textures, and bore 
evidk nee of rather hard usage. The feet of 
the average office-seeker are as rough on ecar- 
pets as those of the diplomatic corps and tem- 
perance delegations, 

Besides carpets and parlor sets there were 
sold hair mattresses, maps, chandeliers, four 
marble mantles, bureaus, bedsteads, two high 
chairs for children, ordered by Mr Haves on 
the occasion of his wife's niece’s wedding, 
marble top tables, leather-covered sofas, otto- 
mans and dining room chairs, a lot of white 
inatting, a plaster chart of Santo Domingo, a 
lot of moth paper, a lot of water coolers, sup- 
posed to have belonged to Mr. Hayes’s time: 
cuspadors, lace curtains, lead piping, old 
iron, stoves, anda thousand and one other 
articles of presidential housekeeping. It was 
remarked among the crowd as a rather singu- 
lar circumstance thatin the whole twenty- 


four Wagon loads of stuff - there 
wasn't a single demijohn, bible 
or deck of cardsto be found. There were 


no books either, although it is not to be sup- 
posed from this fact that the occupants of the 
White house before President Arthur's term 
were illiterate. That some attention was paid 
to educational interests was attested by the 
presence of a good sized geographical globe 
Nellie Grant. This was

Polnted Letter From Bishop Pierce—the Question of 
Mectheuist Reunion Not Up, Ete. 

Bishop George F. Pierce, one of the most 
prominent and influential bishops of the M. 
kk. church south, bas written the following 
letter to the editor of the Christian Advocate, 
published at Nashville, Tenn.: 

“The approaching general conference seems 

t» bea very suggestive event. The papers, 
-ecular and religious, abound with statements, 
conjectures and prophecies about what will 
be done, what-is likely to be done, and what 
ought to be done. Ail these deliverances are 
Without-authority or knowledge, and, in my 
indgment, are wide of the mark, and very 
misieading. The introduction by anybody 
of any vexatious, agitating topic will be very 
unwise, and will involve great waste of time 
without any compensating benefit. The 
church is quiet everywhere in our borders. 
No very important legislation is asked tor, nor 
is any expected by the great body of our peo- 
ple. a a as 
“The question of the reunion of Methodism, 
no*th and south, isnotup. It will) not be 
hefore us officially, nor is there any competent 
authority in the premises before the northern 
veneral conference. Irresponsible invitations, 
the published opinions and.wishes of a few 
evushing brethren here and there, amount to 
nothing. We must respect ourselves and bide 
ourtime. In the meanwhile, I think I speak 
advisedlv when I say the conimon sentiment 
our people is that organic union is neither 
practicable nor desirable. Let us have peace 
by letting disturbing questions alone. 
“The chief business of the occasion will be 
the election of bishops to fill the vacancies 
made by death and to provide forthe enlarge- 
ment and more effective working of our miis- 
sionary and Sunday-school plans. it seems 
to me that all needed work can be prgamptly 
disposed of. The session may be, and ought 
to be, a short one. Private pressing business 
will demand the presence of the lay members 
aut home, presiding elders will be needed or 
their districts, college presidents and profes- 
sors ought to be with their classes, stationed 
preachers and circuit preachers ought to be 
at their posts of duty and labor. A. protract- 
ed session at Nashville would be a calamity to 
the church. Iam looking for a revival this 
year. The indications are full of promise. 
More religion isthe need of the times, Chang- 
ing ‘ors’ and ‘ands’ in the discipline is a very 
~inall affair compared with the conversion of 
sinners. I have hope of a short, useful ses- 
sion. May the Great Head of the church pre- 
side over us and enrich our Zion with a full 
salvation. .

The Expleston of a Throat Gargle Causes Havocin a 
Drug Store. 
From the Philadelphia Record. 

frederick Loose, a young drug clerk, is eon- 

fined to his home, No. 924 Franklin street, by 
terrible injuries inflicted. by an explosion 
which occurred while he was compounding a 
rescription at the drug store of Curtis W. 
Turner, No. 4441 Frankford avenue. At the 
time tbe errand boy was thoughtfully con- 
templating the first fiy of spring, and was 
startled out of his wits by asharp report 
from the prescription counter. He wasalmost 
blinded by a dense smoke, which enveloped 
the room so that it was almost im possi ble 
to breath, and quite impossible to see. 
The report was tollowed by the crash of 
a broken window and acry oi alarm firem 
Mr. Loose, accompanied by a general crash 
from the back oftice. The accident was a 
somewhat serious one. The prescription 
which the clerk had been compounding ex- 
loded in the mortar, and Sir. Loose was 
dreadfully injured, his face being terribly 
burned, and both his hands sustained such 
injuries that he will not be able to use them 
again for along time. The whiskers on the 
right side of his face were destroyed. 

Mr. Loose stated toa Record reporter that 
he had been mixing a compound of chlorate 
of potassium and tannic acid. An ounce of 
each had been pulverized separately, and the 
explosion occurred when the tannic acid was 
dropped intothe mortar. Mr. Loose, whois 
a thorough chemist and a graduate in phar- 
macy, said that the heat generated in pulver- 
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| izing the potassium: must have caused‘ the ac- 
cident ; he must have pounded and rubbed it 
too rapidly. The compound is used as a 

} common gargle for sore throat, and is almost 
daily mixed by druggists.

Estimated acreage in eight 
Winter wheat states, 16,926,000, In California 
partial returns point to an increase of ten per 
cent, The Pacific coast is notincluded in the 
list of strictly winter wheat states, 

The condition of the winter wheat is higher 
throughout the west ‘Unlo alone reporting 
below 100), in the cotton states and in Dela- 
Ware, Maryland and Virginia. Those below 
the average are Connecticut ninety, New 
York eighty-seven, New Jersey ninety-five, 
Pennsylvan a ninety-six, and Ohio ninety- 
seven.

INDEPENDENTS AND INDEPENDENTISM, 

We print elsewhere a letter from Judge 
James B. Park, of Greene county, giving his 
views of independents and independentism. 
We print this letter not only because we are 
always anxious to present each side squarely 
and fairly, but because whateyer Judge Park 
may say is worthy of consideration.

Park's letter is a plea for genuine independ- 
ence, and the distinction between independ- 
ence and independentism is very wide. 
There is nothing more admirable than true 
independence, whether it be political or per- 
sonal. In Georgia, as elsewhere, a democrat 
who is independent in thought and action if 
not always elevated to positions of honor and 
trust is always prominent in the councils of 
thé “party; for genuine independence is a

“independentism,’ but even this 
vague term is srpposed to have a 
touch of satire concealed somewhere in its 
amplitude, so to speak.

bones of indorsing an administration which,

SMALL-POX IN ILLINOIS. 

The reports made ata recent meeting of the 
Illinois state board of health, relative to the 
existence of small-pox in that state, are very 
interesting to all other stutes that may suffer 
from the pest, Illinois has been of late the 
chief sufferer in the list of states. She has 
had, during the past five months, 162 infee- 
tion centers in 62 counties. Immigrant pas- 
sengers froma Bremen.steamer and tramps 
brought the disease into the state, One 
tramp started five groups of cases. In a ma- 
jority of instances the cases were confined to 
those first attacked, At the time of makine 
° - ’ o* -o 


tlie reports the number of infection enters 
had been reduced to 31, and the material for 
any further spread of the disease was rapidly 
diminishing. 

The pest was fought in Illmois more deter- 
minedly and intelligently than in any other 
state, and the members of the state board of 
health write in approval of vaccinat?" as a 
means of protection. If, they say, vaccina- 
tion throughout the state had been as general 
and thorough asin the towns attacked, fur- 
ther outbreaks of the disease would be hardly 
possible. ‘‘In this connection,’ says the re- 
port, “it is worth while to allude to the physi- 
‘‘cians’ records of vaccinati.n, the blanks for 
“which have been prepared and distributed 
“as authorized by the board. The 
‘distribution, however, was made_ too 
‘recently to admit of any large number of 
‘returns as yet, and of such as have been re- 
“ceived there has been no opportunity to 
‘‘make any carefulanalysis. Dates of vaccina- 
‘tion are given by different recorders, ranging 
“from 19 to 2,250, and averaging about 367 
“each, On this basis, with, in round num- 
“bers, 5,500 practising physicians in the state, 
‘‘there would be not far from 2,000,000 persons 
“vaccinated or revaccinated in Illinois 
‘during the past fifteen months, the period 
“eovered by the returns. This estimate is 
‘probably none too great, since, as a rule, 
‘wherever small-pox has appeared, vaccina- 
‘tion has been made sweeping and general. 
‘‘It is undoubtedly due to this that in somany 
‘cases the disease has been confined to those 
“first attacked. No more striking illustrations 
“of the virtue of vaccinal protection have 
“ever been afforded than those on record in 
‘‘this state during the past few months.”’

GREENSBORO, April 1s.—Editors Constitution: 
Liking the independent manhood exhibited by 
your widely read and influential paper in allowing 
all sides aright to be heard in your columns, and 
believing you will accord te me the opportunity to 
say afew wordsin ny plain way touching the pres- 
ent divison in the demovratie ranks, I trouble you 
with this communication and ask for ita place in 
your justly popular journal. No little effort is 
being made by some to cast a shadow, to use no 
harsher term,over every man who declaring himself 
in favor of what is kuown asthe ‘“Independent’’ 
movement, andseemto think they have the abso- 
lute right to dictate the mannerin which every one 
shaligive expression to his political faith, and 
should he presume to object to such arbitrary 
authority he is branded as a renegade from 
principle, and wholly unworthy of confidence. 
Why is this? No man can deny that the people 
have rights, and among them is that most sacred 
right, the right of the people to select their ow:

The truth isa man can be as 
greata traitorto party and principe inside ofa 
convention as he can out of it; and one can be just 
as true a democrat and yet Opposed to a convention 
as he who is the strongest advocate of a convention, 
The true principles of the democratic party can 
never depend upon a simple question of this kind.

One party toa suit may 
invoke allegations made in the pleadings of 
the other to his benefit and dispense with 
other proof thereof than the averment of his 
adversary. 

2. If one who holds land has some mental} 
weakness, and another claims the land and 
fraudulently uses that weakness as a means 
of coerving the will of the ownerso as to in- 
duce him to make a deed to a portion thereof, 
such grantor may have his conveyance set 
aside. 

3. If one bona fide claims land held by 
another though the title of the claimant 
may be imperfect, he may make a yalid com- 
promise with the holder and receivea deed to 
a portion of the land, even though the holder 
had no other motive for making the convey- 
ance than the belief that under the scriptures 
aman ought to give up his property rather 
than gotolaw. It is not inequitable to in- 
voke the belief of one’s adversary in bibilica! 
teachings in order to effect a settlement, pro- 
vided no deceitful means, or artful practices, 
or fraudulent representations, or conceal- 
ments be used. 

4. While it is the duty of an agent to keep 
his principal informed concerning the brs:- 
ness involved in his agency, there is no duty 
requiring the principal to communicate his 
business to his agent unless he desires todo so. 

5. Though one party to a transaction can- 
not testify to matters which occurred between 
him: and the other party since deceased, yet 
he is competent to rebut testimony concern- 
ing transactions or conversations occurring 
with living witnesses and testified to by them. 

(a) The certificate of the presiding judge as to 
the grounds of a motion for new trial is con- 
clusive. Although a stenographer may have 
taken down the testimony and the brief of 
evidence may have been approved by the 
judge, yet statements therein of objections 
made by counsel, and rulings of the court 
will not overcome or vary the cercificate of 
the judge to thr nds of the motion for 
new triai. 

6. Phe case wa 
charge of the court. 

(a). When the ends of justiee require it, 
the presiding judge may recall the jury and 
re-charge them; hor willit work a new trial 
if he reads to them their oath as jurors. 

7. Ibe verdict is sustained by the evidence.
